Texts Revealed 


Prosecutors have released more evidence in the case of Michelle Carter, 
accused of “encouraging” her friend Conrad Roy 1 1 1 to commit suicide. “It’s 
now or never,” Carter, now 18, allegedly wrote in one of hundreds of texts to 
Roy. “You always seem to have an excuse.” In the case, first reported by People 
in our March 16 issue, Roy, 18, died from carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning inside his car in a Fairhaven, Mass., 
parking lot just over a year ago. Carter has been charged 
with involuntary manslaughter. Her attorney Joseph P. 
Cataldo, who filed a motion on Aug. 24 to have the 
case dismissed, tells People, “Those words are protected 
as free speech.” On Oct. 2 a judge is expected to rule 
on whether or not there will be a trial.

Who is paying the settlement money? 

A lawsuit known as In re Polyurethane Foam Antitrust Litigation, Case No. lO-MD-2196, is pending in the 
United States Distriet Court for the Northern Distriet of Ohio in Toledo. The Court previously approved 
Settlements with two Defendants in the lawsuit: Valle Foam Industries, Ine. and Domfoam International, Inc. 
Additional Settlements have now been reached with the following Defendants: (1) Carpenter Co., 
(2) FFP Holdings LLC, (3) Future Foam, Inc., (4) FXI Holdings, Inc., (5) Hickory Springs Manufacturing 
Company, (6) Leggett & Platt, Incorporated, (7) Mohawk Industries, Inc., (8) Vitafoam (Vitafoam Products Canada 
Limited, and Vitafoam, Inc.), and (9) Woodbridge (Woodbridge Foam Corporation, Woodbridge Sales & 
Engineering, Inc., and Woodbridge Foam Fabricating, Inc.). Together, these “Additional Settling Defendants” will 
be paying a total of $151,250,000 into the Settlement Fund. There are no other Defendants that have not settled. 

What is the lawsuit about? 

Several individuals and businesses (“Plaintiffs”) brought claims on behalf of a Class of end-user “indirect” 
purchasers of products that contain flexible polyurethane foam manufactured or supplied by the Defendants. 
These products include bedding (for example, mattresses, mattress toppers, or pillows) carpet underlay (also 
called carpet padding or carpet cushion), and upholstered furniture (for example, a sofa with foam cushions).

at ease and peace at all times ” Amy, a 
nanny, told People the day after the 
wedding. ''This is such a positive 
moment in our lives.” 

Their joyous day was a rare bright 
spot amid the darkness that has 
engulfed the Duggar family this 
year. In May Amy’s cousin Josh, 

27, admitted to "wrongdoing” 
after a 2006 police report sur- 
faced, revealing that he had been 
accused of molesting five young 
girls when he was a teen. Within 
days two of his sisters— Jill, 24, 
and Jessa, 22— came forward as 
two of the victims. Less than 
three months later. Josh con- 
fessed to cheating on his wife, 
Anna, 27, and "living a double life” 
addicted to pornography, further 
tarnishing the once-pristine fam- 


ily name. It also had Amy rethinking 
her dream wedding. "We almost 
eloped,” she says other and Dillon’s 
thoughts after the second scandal 
broke last month, adding that she 
couldn’t wait to change her name from 
Duggar following months of bad head- 
lines about her extended family. 
"There’s been so much heartache and 


pain,” she says, "We didn’t want the 
attention to be about what happened.” 

But with 400 guests already invited, 
the pair decided to proceed as planned. 
Josh, who was originally going to 
emcee the reception, remained away. 


Anna Steps Out 

In a rare appearance since a sex 
scandal affected her own marriage, 
Anna Duggar attended Amy’s 
wedding. “I gave her the biggest 
hug ever when I first saw her,” says 
Amy. “I can’t imagine what she’s 
been through . . . Anna was 
beautiful. She said she’s very happy 
for me.” While Josh is in rehab, Anna 
is looking after their four children— 
and leaning on her in-laws for support.

It means 
the world to me that they want to come 
to my wedding despite everything 
that’s going on,” says Amy. Her cousins 
Jessa and Jill were in attendance as 
well, with Jill returning from mission- 
ary work in El Salvador with her hus- 
band, Derick, and 5-month-old son 
Israel for the occasion. "Our family is 
closer now than it has ever been,” says 
Amy. "They are so important to me.” 

Following the emotional outdoor 
ceremony, "it was a celebration,” says 
Amy, who slipped into a slinky satin 
rose-gold-hued gown as guests were 
treated to a sit-down dinner of crumb 
garlic chicken, macaroni and cheese 
and infused-water beverages, followed 
by a cash bar and raucous dance party 
that raged into the night. Jim Bob, 
Michelle and Amy’s cousins, who 
famously don’t drink or even dance, 
bolted at the first sign of craziness. "My 
conservative family left probably right 
when the music started,” says Amy, 
often called "the rebel Duggar” for not 
subscribing to her aunt and uncle’s 
strict lifestyle restrictions. After their 
exit, "everyone took off their shoes,” 
says Amy. "It went from classy to 
trashy real quick!” And that’s just how 
Amy King wanted it. "It’s kind of like in 
the last Harry Potter film when the 
wedding is going on in the middle of all 
the chaos,” Amy says. "Despite all the 
crap going on in my family, it was an 
awesome moment.” • 
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boisterous and cheerful toddler, 
3-year-old Alan Kurdi was excited 
when his father, Abdullah, told 
them they would be taking a short 
boat ride from Turkey to Greece. 
The family had fled their home- 
land of Syria a year earlier and 
were finally headed for a new life in 
Europe. Twenty minutes into the trip, a 
wave rocked their crowded raft. 'Alan 
laughed and said, 'Daddy, that is so 
cool!’ ” recounts Abdullah’s sister Tima. 
Within minutes, the boat had been 
pitched upside-down and Abdullah was 
desperately trying to grab Alan, his other 
son, 5-year-old Ghalib, and his wife, 
Rehanna, 29. "He said to me, 'I hold my 
two boys, one in my right hand, one in 
my left hand, and the waves pushed me 
down,’ ” says Tima. "He said, 'I screamed, 
"Breathe, breathe, breathe. Don’t die in 
my hands.’”” 

The next morning, images of the 
tragic aftermath would shock the world: 

Alan, lying face- 
down on a Turk- 
ish beach, before 
his tiny body 
was carried out of 
the surf. The 
family— all dead 
except Abdul- 
lah— was among 
the 4 million Syr- 
ians to flee their 
homeland during the past four years of 
civil war. "All I want to do is sit next to the 
grave of my wife and children,” the griev- 
ing father told reporters. "Everything is 
gone. Enough with this war.” 

The deaths, which came days after the 
grisly discovery of a truck fllled with 71 
dead migrants in Austria, reignited out- 
rage over the mounting refugee crisis. In 
response, Britain, Austria and Germany 
agreed to accept thousands more Syrian 
refugees. But it is too late for Abdullah 
and his family, who were hoping to make 
their way to Canada, where Tima settled 
in 1992. After burying his sons and his 
wife, "Abdullah said to me, 'My kids are a 
wake-up call for the world to step in and 
help,’ ” she says. " 'If they are going to save 
lives, I am so proud of my angels.’ ”

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he screensaver on Chelsea 
Clinton’s phone is a photo 
of her daughter Char- 
lotte, 11 months, with her 
little blonde head bent 
over a pile of open books. ‘‘She reads to 
herself— goes duh-da-duh-da, waits 
three seconds, turns the page,” says 
Chelsea, 35. “Oh, my gosh, it makes me 
so proud!” Chelsea herself was read- 
ing and writing by age 5 (see below). 
Now she’s vice chair of the Clinton 
Foundation, and with her mother, for- 
mer Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, 
she promotes reading and singing to 
babies to help their brain develop- 
ment. And on Sept. 15 Chelsea is out 
with her first book. Its Your World, a 
primer for middle schoolers on issues 
like poverty and wildlife conservation 
and how they can help save the planet. 
“The first thing I learned to read was 
the newspaper,” Chelsea says. “I was 
always encouraged to engage in the 
world and make a difference. Now that 
I’m a mom, I think about how to give 
that sense of empowerment to Char- 
lotte.” Raising her daughter with hus- 
band Marc Mezvinsky in a $9 million 
Manhattan apartment, Chelsea also 
thinks about howto keep 
her from growing up 
spoiled— but instead with 
“a sense that to whom 
much is given, much is 
expected.” 

But first, there’s teeth- 
ing. And, despite distrac- 
tions like running for 
President and helming a 
global foundation, Charlotte’s doting 
grandparents are on the case. “I hear 
from them every day,” says Chelsea. 
“It’s ‘Oh, I’m in the neighborhood, can 
I come by?’ They want to be part other

daily routine.” She 
describes her mother 
coming off a recent cam- 
paign trip to babysit— 
and invent endless verses 
of “The Wheels on the 
Bus.”

farm gets on the bus.” Chelsea says 
everyone enforces the pediatrician’s 
orders on no TV or iPad before Char- 
lotte turns 2— except for Facetime. She 
has three times upgraded her iPhone 


storage for photos and videos of Char- 
lotte but won’t (yet) share her daughter 
with her almost 2 million followers on 
social media. “It just hasn’t felt right,” 
she says. For now, “I’m more concerned 
about her hitting her head when she 
falls over from having just learned how 
to stand up.” Chelsea wants more 
kids— “knock on lots of wood.” Since 
becoming a mother, she says, “I love my 
husband and my parents even more. 
My love for Charlotte has opened space 
in my heart and brain that I didn’t even 
know was there.” •

It’s lunchtime on a 
Idaho— time for 6 
Toomey to pulU^^PRTOp to his full 
height of 25 iflPn^and scoot down the 
staircase in his family’s two-story home 
for a bowl of his favorite steel-cut oat- 


meal topped with bananas. ''One! Two! 
Three!” he shouts as he tackles each 
step. "Four! Five! I’m coming, Mom!” 
When he reaches the bottom, he rolls 
across the floor and hops up to a bench 
at the kitchen table, sliding a Velcro 
band with a spoon onto his upper left 
arm— the only limb he has ever known. 

Born without arms or legs in a small 
town in Serbia, Bowen was abandoned 
as an infant and spent the first 18 months 
of his life in a crowded orphanage, sel- 
dom leaving his crib, never interacting 
with other children and rarely being spo- 
ken to by caregivers. Then on Oct. I, 
2009, 5,600 miles away, Omaha home- 
maker Devon Toomey, 40, made the 
decision that would change his life for- 
ever. Devon came upon Bowen’s photo 
on Reece’s Rainbow, an adoption web- 
site for special-needs kids. When she 
saw Bowen’s picture, "I just knew that he 
was supposed to be our son,” she says. "I 
knewthat I was his mother. It was meant 
to be.” Devon and her husband, Jeremy, 
38, an orthopedic surgeon, already had 
two biological sons. Heath, 9, and 
Brooks, 6, but they had often talked 
about adopting a special-needs child. 
"When she told me about Bowen, I was 
shocked at first, thinking that we should 



wait a few years,” says Jeremy, "but then 
I realized there was no perfect time. Here 
was a little guy who needed a family.” 

When the Toomeys brought Bowen 
home in June 2010, they immediately 
realized that his missing limbs weren’t 
the main challenge. "The biggest issue 
was speech,” says Devon, "because 
nobody had been talking to him. He 
also didn’t know how to chew food, 
because he’d been on a liquid diet. And 
because he was stuck in a crib, he didn’t 
know how to move.” 

Five years later, the Toomeys (who 


moved to Eagle in 2013) delight in Bow- 
en’s passion for life. "Early on, I had a 
doctor say that he would never move 
around or sit up on his own,” recalls 
Devon. "I immediately walked out of 
his office. I knew he was wrong.” Now 
in the first grade, Bowen has a set of 
prosthetic legs, but he doesn’t like to 
use them, preferring instead to get 
around in his unique way. "He doesn’t 
let anything stop him,” says Jeremy. 
"He’s figured out the best way to do 
things on his own. We’re so very grate- 
ful to have him in our lives.” • 
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A quick learner, 
Bowen loves to 
read at home and 
is one of the top 
students in his 
first grade class. 


Bowen adapted well when the Toomeys 
first brought him home to Nebraska in 2010. 
“We had a physical therapist come to the 
house, and he progressed very quickly,” 
says Devon. Bowen now scoots where he 
needs to go in an upright position and uses 
his leftelbowto propel himself forward. 
He can feed himself, paint, draw, swim and 
snow ski, using prosthetics strapped to his 
skis that he calls his “Spider-Man legs.” 
Says Jeremy: “His limb difference never 
crossed our minds. In fact, after we brought 
him home, his brothers hardly noticed 
he was missing his right arm. Bowen has just 
always given everything his all.”

igi Lazzarato was 19 years 
old when her mother 
died of cancer. The You- 
Tube star known as Gigi 
Gorgeous and her mom, 
Judy, shared a close bond, but when it 
came time for their final goodbye, the 
teen still had one secret she hadn’t 
shared: She is transgender. 'T never got 
to say it to her face,” says Lazzarato, 
now 23. ''[Her death] made me realize, 
'Life is too short to not do what you 
want to do. Let’s become the most 
authentic you that you can be.’ ” 

Named Gregory at 
birth, Lazzarato says she 
had an "active” child- 
hood growing up in the 
Toronto suburb of Mis- 
sissauga as the middle 
child in a "loving and 
amazing” family. After 
discovering her pas- 
sion for diving around 
age 9, she won a Cana- 
dian junior diving 
championship in 
2005. She credits div- 
ing with giving her 
childhood "shape,” but 
the "grueling” training schedule also 
forced her to "put away” the feeling that 
she was different, which had been with 
her for as long as she can remember.

had no time to think about becoming 
who I really was inside,” says Lazzarato, 
who ‘‘was always attracted to more 
feminine things” and would sneak 
makeup from her mother’s collection. 
But after quitting diving, Lazzarato 
quickly began embracing her true self. 
“I knew it was going to be shocking,” 
she says of wearing a full face of makeup 
to her Catholic school at the age of 15. 

In 2008, encouraged by friends and 
teachers, Lazzarato began posting on 
YouTube under the moniker Gregory 
Gorgeous (see sidebar). Her makeup 
tutorials started out as “fun little proj- 
ects,” but after a few months Lazzarato 
says she was getting recognized at the 
mall and realized she’d perhaps found 
her calling. At the time Lazzarato identi- 
fied as a homosexual male. But after a 
chance meeting with transgender model 
and performance artist Amanda Lepore, 
she began to realize that she too was 
trans. “My brothers are my best friends 
and came around 
very quickly,” she 
says of sharing the 
life-changing news. 

“It was a bit harder 
for my father, but 
he’s extremely sup- 
portive now” 

Next Lazzarato 
shared her transi- 
tion with her (now at 1.7 million) You- 
Tube subscribers. Though she faced 
some “ignorant” comments, Lazzarato 
says she was met with “overwhelming 
support” from her fans as well as the 
entertainment industry. She’s now a 
social ambassador for Crest Canada, 
partnered with Too Faced Cosmetics, 
nominated for a 2015 Streamy Award, 
and helped introduce Miley Cyrus’s per- 
formance at the MTV Music Video 
Awards on Aug. 30. Lazzarato admits 
living in front of cameras can seem 
daunting at times (“I’m going to try to 
keep things more personal,” says the 
“newly single” star, who most recently 
dated Internet personality Cory Binney), 
but she wouldn’t change a thing about 
her life today. “The fact I get to do what 
I do is definitely God’s gift to me,” she 
says. “And that’s how I know my mom is 
looking out for me.” -PATRICK GOMEZ

breast cancer, a particu- 
larly dangerous form 
that resists targeted 
therapy. ''It’s traumatiz- 
ing to be that afraid,” 
Lunden, 65, recalls. Per- 
haps equally traumatiz- 
ing if exhilarating was 
buzzing off her trade- 
mark blonde locks— and 




posing bald for the cover 
oi People. "I realized you 
don’t have to be defined by cancer,” 
she says. "And if that little dash on my 
tombstone represents what I do with 
my life since my diagnosis, I will be 
perfectly satisfied. To me I will have 
made my mark.” 

Now she’s intent on living it up. A 
new grandmother to Parker, 1, and a 
second grandchild due this month (she 
has three daughters from a previous 
marriage, Jamie, 35, Lindsay, 32, and 
Sarah, 28, and she and her husband, 
Jeff, 54, have two sets of twins, Kate 
and Max, 12, and Kim and Jack, 10), "I 
have so many reasons to live,” she says. 
"My daughters now are just starting 
their lives out with little babies that I 
can be there for to help answer their 
questions and enjoy their happiness, 
and at the same time I have my little 
kids, and they are in 5th and 7th 
grade!” After opening up about her 
experience and blogging about cancer 
onjoanlunden.com, she’s also realized 
the impact she can have publicly. "I 
never dreamed I would connect with 
as many people as I did or get the sup- 
port I did. The immensity of this out- 
pouring of love. It was critical.” 

She’s also reflecting on the experi- 
ence in her new book. Had I Known. 
"Nobody gets a guarantee in life, and 
I’m going to do everything that I can 
to make sure that I don’t have a reoc- 
currence,” Lunden says, adding that

At the end of 
mychemo my 
doctor told me, 
“Statistically, 
and not just 
statistics but my 
^ r nose, and I have 
Had r h^Qwn a good nose for 
this, you are 

cured.” [But] as soon as you stop 
fighting the cancer in your body, 
all that’s left to think about is 
whether one little cancer cell 
somewhere, somehow, slipped 
through. Was there one little cell 
waiting to grow its own blood 
vessels and become a tumor? 

I needed to knock FEAR out 
of my thoughts. I also needed to 
accept that if my doctor was 
wrong and my cancer came back, 

I would take care of it. I wouldn’t 
cave. I wouldn’t give in. I’d fight, 
just like I fought this time around. 

The truth is, no one knows 
what the future holds. All we 
can do is live in the here and now 
and walk our path one step 
at a time. And if cancer [comes] 
knocking on my door again. 

I’ll kick cancer’s ass all over.”

As for 
those famous blonde locks? "Boy, does 
it come back different!” she says, run- 
ning her Angers through her short do. 
"It’s coming back in coarse ringlets. It’s 
like someone else’s hair growing on top 
of my head. But at that point you are 
like, 'Okay okay. I’ll take it.’ ” •

MENTAL ILLNESS TOOK 
A GOLDEN GIRL OF TRACK 
AND FIELD TO THE DARK 
SIDE BY ANNE MARIE CRUZ 



T he news, when it broke in 2012, 
didn’t make any sense. A top runner 
and three-time Olympian, Suzy 
Favor Hamilton had won American 
hearts throughout her career and 
graced magazines from Fitness to 
Outside— Sind now she’d been 
exposed as a high-end escort. “1 can’t 
believe that was me,” says Hamilton, 47. 
“It’s so bizarre to try to understand.” As 
she explains in her revealing new memoir 
Fast Girl excerpted here, the explanation 
lay in a mental illness she’d spent her early 
years outrunning: bipolar disorder. Years 
of the intense training highs that come 
with world-class track and field had 
masked her condition, but it worsened in 
2011 when a prescribed antidepressant 
caused hypersexuality. Hamilton tempo- 
rarily abandoned her longtime husband, 
Mark Hamilton, and their daughter Kylie, 
now 10, for a fantasy life in the escort world 
of Las Vegas. ''Bipolar disorder pushes you 
to up the ante,” she says. "So you do crazier 
and crazier things, but you see no crazi- 
ness in them.” After her secret sex career 
came to light, she was publicly shamed and 
dropped by sponsors. But the fall from 
grace also forced her to get help. Thanks to 
a regimen of targeted medication, talk 
therapy and rigorous exercise, she’s enjoy- 
ing a quieter life with her family in Madi- 
son, Wise., and Malibu, working as a yoga 
instructor. "1 wrote my book to help people 
not feel ashamed about who they are,” she 
says. "My mistakes are greater than oth- 
ers’, but we’ve all made them. Stand up and 
be proud of who you are. Life’s too short to 
live in shame.”

HIGHS AND LOWS 
Even as a little girl, 
Suzy loved running fast. 
Ef “We were the perfect 
couple,” says Suzy, who 
wed Mark on the 
University of Wisconsin 
campus in 1991.^ Falling 
at the Olympics was 
“where my spiral down 
started,” Suzy says. 

“I felt like such a failure.” 
£ “Sex was the biggest 
high to fuel my mania,” 
says Suzy (in Vegas in 
2012). “I still crave that 
high. I can’t say I’ll never 
act out in that way 
again. Living by the 
ocean, she says, “has 
been mentally 
important to me.” 



At the 1992 Olympics, Suzy failed to 
win a medal— in part, she believes, 
because of the chronic panic attacks she 
suffered. After coming home empty- 
handed in 1996 as well, she desperately 
wanted to win at the 2000 Sydney 
Games as a way to honor her brother 
Dan, who had struggled with bipolar 
disorder before killing himself a year 
earlier. But the race didn't go well, and 
she shocked viewers hy falling before 
she reached the finish line. 

I was in trouble for my final 1,500- 
meter race. I felt my throat clog. With 
150 meters left, the other runners 
passed me. 1 was going to come in last. 
No gold for my brother’s memory. 

Retiring to have a baby, Suzy unrav- 
eled after the birth of her daughter Kylie 
in 2005. She sank so low that she even 
contemplated suicide. 

Driving home [one night], 1 prepared 
to drive my car into a tree. 1 accelerated 
faster. But 1 was getting closer to home 
where my sweet baby girl was waiting. 
You have to stay alive for her. 

Suzy's doctor prescribed a drug for 
postpartum depression. Crippled hy 
side effects, she quit her meds. When 
her symptoms returned, she tried 
another antidepressant, unaware of the 
havoc it would wreak. 

In a couple months. I’d feel better 
again. Only everything didn’t go back to 
normal. 1 suddenly had more energy 
than 1 could remember having. 1 wanted 
to live like 1 had never lived before. 

For their 20th anniversary in 2011, 
Suzy suggested to Mark that they have 
a threesome in Vegas with an escort to 
inject some excitement into their trou- 
bled marriage. 

Pearl strolled in, happy and relaxed. 
My nerves evaporated. She helped me 
slide my dress over my head, then she 
kissed me. Here 1 was having this 
incredible experience, sharing it with 
Mark. Now 1 wasn’t just Suzy Favor 
Hamilton, Olympic runner. 1 was a 
woman who brought her fantasies to 
life, even if they were not things nice 
girls did. 1 felt amazing. 

After she and Mark agreed to have an 
open relationship, Suzy went to Vegas 
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alone and had sex with a male escort 
named Sebastian. She didn't use her 
full name. 

“Sebastian is awesome,” I told Mark. 
“Were both former athletes.” 

“But you didn’t tell him you were a 
runner?” he said. 

“I told him I was a gymnast. Relax.” 

“I don’t think you have any idea how 
risky this is,” Mark said. 

Suzy's mania worsened and she asked 
her escort contact Bridget to hire her. 

“I get so many elients asking for an 
older woman,” Bridget said. “You’re in 
your 40s, you’re gorgeous and you have 
a great body. You’U do weU.” I had no fear. 
I had no regrets. I wasn’t hurting Mark 
and Kylie beeause, in my mind, this new 
life had nothing to do with them. 

HEALING WORDS 
Writing her memoir 
‘‘was therapeutic for 
me. There are so 
many people who are 
silently suffering. 
What would happen 
if they spoke up?

Suzy hooked her first appointment 
the next day. 

My first client was a 47-year-old 
cowboy named Paul who was incredibly 
wealthy. I was thrilled when a tail, hand- 
some gentleman opened the doors to 
the biggest suite I’d ever 
seen. The next thing I knew, 
an hour had passed. He 
handed me an envelope. I 
counted ten $100 bills. My 
rate was $500 an hour. He’d 
paid me double! My high 
zoomed even higher. 

As ‘^Kelly Lundy f Suzy 
soon had multiple clients. 

Her frequent absences 
confused her 6-year-old 
daughter. 

I could tell Kylie didn’t really 
understand where I was or why I 
wasn’t with her. 

“I miss you. Mommy,” she said 
[one day on the phone with me], tears 
in her voice. 

“I miss you, too,” I said. “I love you.” 

The sound of her crying was too 
much for me. I threw down the phone 


to finish getting ready. 

Already careless with personal 
information around her clients, Suzy did 
a photo shoot for her escort site, hiding 
her face. Soon after, a reporter from 
the Smoking Gun website found her in 
Vegas. The scandal erupted 
on Dec. 20, 2012. 

The next morning, my 
darkest thoughts were on 
a loop: I had shamed my 
parents, my husband, our 
family. It would be better 
if I were dead. 

Suzy was diagnosed with 
bipolar disorder in January 
2013, but a year passed 
before doctors could get her 
mania under control. 

When I read the list of common bipo- 
lar symptoms, none resonated more 
than this: risky sexual behavior with 
potentially dire consequences. 

I was prescribed [another] drug that 
finally quieted my mind. And, with the 
help of a skilled mental health team, we 
cleaned up my wreckage and began the 
j ourney to repairing our family. •

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K unalNayyar didn't plan to write 
about meeting his wife, Neha, 
when he decided to do a hook of 
personal essays. ‘'We're very 
private," the Big Bang Theory 
Mar, 34, says.

One time at a lake we saw ducks fighting, and 
she said, "Look, the ducks are Leaking each 
other up.” Now that’s one terrible joke! 

I don’t think I would have found Neha if I 
hadn’t been willing to risk failure. It would have 
been easy to say she was Out of My League. But 
you can’t find love if you’re not willing to lose it.

I SHOULD BE FUN! 

I have always loved clothes ! 

I absolutely obsess over how they’re 
constructed, the drape of the fabric 
and, most important, how a particular 
garment can make me feel. Getting 
dressed is kind of like putting on 
armor: It has the power to protect us 
and make us feel confident. WeVe all 
had that perfect dress or that blouse 
that for some magical reason always 
makes us feel pretty or those jeans that 
fit just right and they’ll have to pry 
them out of our cold, dead hands 
before we give them up. Clothing has 
that remarkable ability to make us feel 
good about ourselves. It should show 
off your personality! But over the past 
few years getting dressed had become a 
chore for me, a daily reminder of all of 
my imperfections.

1 
find it incredibly bizarre that so many 
companies undervalue the majority of 
their customers. It’s like opening an 
office-supply store and saying, “Oh, you 
can’t come in if you actually use pens, are 
thinking about using a pen or have ever 
held a pen.” The point is. I’m making 
clothes I hope women like, all women. 

I had a five-year plan for my line, and 
it included this: I wanted all of my 
clothes, in all sizes, to be down on the 
regular floor of stores. I know what it’s 
like not being able to go shopping with 
my friends, because “women like me” 
have been hidden away on a different 
floor next to the tire section.

Wade, 33, and Union, 42, maybe the cur- 
rent king and queen of the red carpet, hut 
they weren't always style soulmates.
